Preparations Underway for the 
RHS Homecoming Celebration 


Preparations are underway for Ro- 
mulus High School's Homecoming 
Week 2000 program, according to Stu- 
dent Government advisor Jason Kahler. 

Because the theme of this year's 
celebration will not be revealed until 
September 27, when students will hold 
their first float meetings, Kahler could 
not furnish specific information regard- 
ing dress-up days and other Spirit Week 
activities. He did, however, address 
details regarding the parade, the voting 
for Homecoming King and Queen, and 
the Homecoming Dance, as well as the 
game itself. 

"This year, we're strongly urging 
the community to become involved in 
the parade," said Kahler. “Marching 
bands, youth groups, and other organi- 
zations can register, free of charge, by 
filling out a form and returning it to the 
High School." 

Kahler asked potential entrants to 
note and abide by the following parade 
rules. 
¢ Objects (candy, fliers, etc.) may not 

be thrown to the crowd along the 
parade route. 

¢ Political advertising or distribution of 
political literature is prohibited. 

e Each group or unit must provide its 
own banner or sign stating its name. 

e Animal groups must provide a 
cleanup detail behind the group. 

e Groups/units cannot participate in 
the parade unless they have been 
preregistered and approved by the 
Homecoming Committee. 

According to Kahler, entrants will begin 

their lineup in the Romulus City Hall 

parking lot at 4 p.m. on Friday, October 

6. The parade will follow its usual route 

(Gabriel to Goddard to Neville to Ozga) 

before ending up at the athletic field at 

Romulus Middle School, where the 

Eagles will face Trenton High School's 

Trojans for the 7 p.m. Homecoming 

Game. 


Of special note this year will be the 
process of choosing the Homecoming 
King and Queen. 

"We're going to do things a little 
differently this year," Kahler explained. 
"At the suggestion of Student Govern- 
mentadvisor Kristina Mahaney, our 'resi- 
dent technical wizard,’ Phil Rossman, 
has set up a Web page for an electronic 
voting system. Students can log on to 
the page from any Internet-capable com- 
puter, including those here atthe school. 

"To insure that no student can vote 
more than once, each will be issued a 
single voter registration number that 
must be used in order to cast a ballot,” 
he added. 

Winners of the King and Queen 
voting will be announced during the 
Homecoming Game's halftime festivi- 
ties, along with the winner of the float 
competition and the highly prized Spirit 
Jug.
